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Prospects  are  good  for  a  heavy  constimption  of  A'nerica^""" 
apples  in  Holland,  vrermany,  Denmark,   a3iid  Sweden  during  the  next  few 
months,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the 
Bureau  of  ^ricultural  Economics  from  Mr.  Ed^in  Smith,  the  Depart i- 
ment '  s  Fruit  Specialist  in  London-     In  general  the  continental  mar- 
ket outlook  is  better  than  usual  for  barreled  stock  and  normal  for 
boxed  varieties.    The  only  exception  -vill  be  found  in  Norway  where 
the  duty  on  apples  is  prohibitive.    Mr.  Smith  has  just  completed  a 
survey  of  the  apple  market  prospects  in  iJorthrestem  Europe  and  re- 
ports that  the  demand  there  is  especially  strong  foi*  2^  inch  to  2-3/4 
inch  barreled  apples,  on  account  of  the  short  supplies  of  cheap  home- 
gro'vn  apples-     Sweden  is  temporarily  heavily  supplied  but  industrial 
conditions  and  buying  power  are  much  better  than  a  year  ago,  states 
Mr.  Smith - 


All  of  the  countries  of  northwestern  Europe  are  experiencing  low 
prices  for  boxed  Jonathans  from  the  Pacific  I'Jorthv/est,  according  to  Mr- 
Smith.  This  is  due  largely  to  the  heavy  s'upplies  that  have  been  arriv- 
ii^  in  an  overripe  condition.  The  eating  quality  of  the  fruit,  hor^ever, 
is  good.  The  moderate  retail  prices  no'?  prevailing  should  react  favor- 
ably for  heavy  consumption  generally  in  the  neat  future,  states  Mr. 
Smith.  There  has  been  only  light  trading  in  boxed  TTinesaps  this  season 
because  of  the  situation  in  the  Pacific  ITorthwe stern  Jonathan  market.
